The highway system of East Germany is v 7 g 11 developed and 
compares favorably with the networks of other Central and Eastern 
European countries. The flow of traffic is concentrated botvroGn the 
major cities of Berlin, Schwerin, Magdeburg, Leipzig, Halle, Erfurt, 
Chemnitz and Dresden, 


Since WW II, the highways of East Germany have steadily deteriorated 
due to the increased cost of maintenance and the practice of employing 
politically qualified, rathc-r than technically qualified supervisors 
and key personnel. A shortage of cement and high grade tar for surfacing, 
makes adequate maintenance a continuous problem. Russian orders, that 
strategic military roads be given maintenance priority, further lessens 
the repair work v.-hich can be accomplished for ordinary traffic needs. 


There are several major construction and repair projects presently 
underway. A bypass and an overpass over the RR marshalling yard is being 
ouilt in Perlbcrg (PD 9285) on Route- XVII. A bypass is under construction 
on Route VI at Nsubrandenburg (uv 3160) and there is also general road 
construction along this route from Wildbcrg (UU 316O) to Eberswalde 
(VU 2055). Route XIII is under construction from VU 755252 to UT 7878. 
Route XIV is being resurfaced with cobblestones from US 238942 to US 
264955. Currently underway is the extension of the Autobahn, Route X, 
to the Polish border. This was 80^ complete in I955. 


Only the major traffic lines remain open to interzonal and 
international travel, as most of the former border crossing points 
have not been re-established. Destroyed bridges were purposely 
left unrepaired at PD 49159070 (Elbe River), Np 866521 (Weser River). 

PA 77788885 (Saale River), m 52707792 (Neisse River), and WS 99456592 
eisse River), so that these former crossing points would remain closed.

Its length is 300 km. It is generally stra.ight and oa.sses throua'h low 
rolling lake studded terrain. 

From the West German border to Schwerin, PE 5945, the route has little 
traffic and is pot-holed and inadequately maintained. The average paved 
width is 5.5 meters with 1 meter shoulders. Beyond Schw-rin, to the Polish 
bordei , the paved surface varies from 6-8 meters with 1 meter shoulders and 
is generally in very good condition. The surface of the entire route is tarred 
macadam with some stretches of paving blocks.
